SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording is a private importation seized by NZ Customs. The video 
recording presents a documentary that focuses upon the relationships between two 
couples who have chosen to make SM activity a part of their lifestyle. There are frank 
depictions of SM activity in progress, with discussion by the individuals portrayed in 
relation to the influences that have drawn them towards SM activity, and the perceived 
benefits that they feel result. In addition to the feature, there are several other 
components, TV Debris (Made In Britain), features part of a drama about an alienated 
youth in Britain, who is remanded to a reform institution because of violent and anti¬ 
social conduct. Some offensive language is noted in relation to this component. The 
components of the video recording suggest that the video recording is a domestic tape 
used for recording preferred television programmes. In consideration of the personal 
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character of the video recording and all of the factors as discussed under s3 of the Act, 
the video recording is classified as:
